Washington, Jan. 11 — After a long 
period of hard, patient work, some 
features of which ran Into y^ars, 
United States Secretary of State Root 
and Ambaissador Bryce, of Great 
Britain, signed a treaty for the settle- 
ment of International differences be- 
tween Cana[da and the United States. 
The signatures were attached to the 
Instrument at the home of Secretary 
Hoot at eight o'clock tonight. 

This Is the. agi'eement which has 
been popularly alluded to as the 
"Waterways treaty," but Its scope is 
broader than that designation Implies, 
as it contemplates a disposition of 
everything In the nature of differences 
between the two countries, and mach- 
inery for tho settlement of questions 
that may arise along certain lines in 
tho future. Provision Is madei fbr a 
Joint high commission, to be made 
permanent In character. 

Tho final draft and printing of tho 
treaty was not finished until late to- 
day. Almost at the. last moment a 
wliolc page . having ; to ' be re-printed 
because .of a sllght. alteration In the 
text. ;.. . ■ ■;■ " ■ - - V . 

Dependent upon the final ratlflcatloh 
of the treaty rests the settlement of 
numerous complex questions connected 
with tho water botmdarlos which have 
been a source of more or less annoy- 
ance at different times. Included In 
these are the regulation of the use of 
the waters of the great lakes, with the 
secondary, but none the loss Import- 
ant, question of the diversion of tho 
waters of those boundaries, including 
Niagara Falls, which involves that of 
! tho amount of water to bo taken for 
power purposes, the navigation of tho 
St. John river between Maine and New 
Brunswick and the use of tho Milk 
river In the Northwest. 

To some extent the operations of the 
treaty will supercede the work of the 
international waterways commission, 
made up of representatives of Canada 
and tho United States, whose duty In- 
cludes, among other things, tlie ascer- 
tainrnont and re-estnbllshment of the 
location of that portion of the inter- 
national boundary between the United 
States and Canada passing through 
the great lakes. That feature of its 
work, however, will be continued by 
tho waterways commission until it Is 
completed, tho other portion gradually 
being absorbed by the Joint high com- 
mission appointed In accordance witli 
tho treaty signed tonight.

COMPLETESTRAGEDY 

Rev. J. H. Carmichael, Who Murdered 
Gideon Browning, Cuts His 
Own Throat 



Carthage, HI., Jan. 11. — Rev. John 
H. Carmichael, who confessed to tho 
murder of Gideon Browning at the 
Cattle Run ^lethodist church in.MIchir. 
g.-.n last Tuesday night, and*^l^O,.0Ut 
his throat in a boarding house herb 
early today, died at noon. 

Gideon Browning, the village car- 
penter at Battle Run, near Port Hu- 
ron, was killed, chopped in pieces and 
his body burned In the stovd of tlio 
Methodist church In Battle Run last 
Tuesday night. On Wednesday at 
noon, Marlon Browning, caretaker of 
the church, entered tho building and 
was horrified to find evidences of the 
murder all over the Interior. 

Officers were notified at Port Hu- 
ron. When the heating stovowln tho 
front end of the church was opened 
[ileces of the body were found, and 
scattered about'were a number of Rev.- 
Carmlcbael's garments ...^ covered.., "with 
blood. It iftrais' ImmedlE^teIy''taken-^for 
granted that the minister Jhad .':- been 
killed, but It was learned that" Brown- 
ing .was missing from-, the. neighbor- 
hood; 'and on further Investigation It 
became generally believed that Brown- 
ing was the victim and Carmichael 
the murderer. On Friday a dentist 
identified two false teeth found In tho 
ashes as those or Browning. This ca- 
tabll.shed in tho minds ot the authori- 
ties that Rev. Ciirmichaol was the 
murderer, and search for him was re- 
doubled. A ro^vard of $500 was of- 
fered for hla arrest. 

Carmichael was found In tho toilet 
room of (he Hughes boarding houje, 
after ho had cut his throat. Ho left 
n letter, now In the sheriff's posses- ; 
slon, in which ho confessed bimself to. 
be the slayer of Browning. Tlie let- . 
tor gave the details of tho crime. His 
explaTiatlon was that Browning exer- 
cised hypnotic Influonce over him anil 
kept Wm In terror. Thoy finally quar- 
reled and he killed Browning with a 
hatchet.

He liked the worl^ 
jaml tlie plea.'^ant aKsoelations of llie 
|lia;it year. Harmony had reigned at 
I till' liuard and lils relations \villi the 
I various odleiitis and members of, tlie 
j staff had been of a most pleasant na- 
I tare. I'artieulariy had , he been the 
I ri-elploMt of the utmost eonsidcration 
'and kinilne.s;; from the nioiiibers of the

It h.'id had tlie entire oonlldencc of the 
ratepayers, as o\'i(ieneed by tlie readi- 
ness witli whicli the various money 
bylaws had been passed. There I'.ad 
been some differences of opinion as was 
to be expected, but ail l.ad united i it 
inillinK tof-retlier for the welfare of the 
elty and had succeeded. For himself, 
he was about to again face tlie music, 
and he hojied tliat he would he elected, 
l.nit whether successful or not ho would 
always reinomlier the pleasant rela- 
tions which had e.\lsted during tlio 
liast year. He than iced them all for 
the courtesy whleli had been extended 
to him and particularly wished to ex- 
press Ills thanks to the press for tho 
faltlit'ul reports of the council's pro- 
ceedings. 

Alderman IMeston believed that all 
could point to the council's record of 
the past year with entire satisfaction. 
Much work had been done and the ard- 
uous duties of the ollico properly dis- 
charged by each member of the coun- 
cil. ' It was true that lie had not had a 
seat at the council hoard for the entire 
year, but during tlio time ho was a 
member he liad expcnienced nothing 
but the utmost consideration from the 
other members. He was sorry to see 
that three valued members of the 
council were to retire and not seelc re- 
election. Ho wished them, as well as 
the others who would bo candidates 
every success, tho'one -In their private 
aifain and the other at the polls and 
subsequent council work. AldermEln 
Mcston twitted Alderman Henderson 
with Uie fact that ward two had not 
got quite as much improvement Vork 
as ward five, but that was accounted 
for perhaus, by the fact that Alderman 
Henderson, chairman of the streets, 
bridges and sewers committee, 'was 
also representative of ward five. 
An Arduous Year. 

Alderman Henderson expressed his 
regret that the board of lUOS would not 
again meet In session.

As chairman of 
tho streets, bridges and sewers com- 
mittee, lie liad been the recipient of 
many eomplalnts from citizens, but ho 
could iissure thoin that in the matter 
of expenditure the (piestlon of wtirds 
iiad not entered his mind.

.\iderinnn Gleason had experienced 
great pleasure and profit In the work of 
tlie eounell for the year. He believed 
tlial tliere liad never been n council 
\slileh liad enjuyed the conlidenco of 
the people to such an extent as had 
that of 1908. The work of the city 
council is increasing nnd requires :i 
Kreat deal of an alderman's time, but 
it was work wiiieh he had thoroughly

Aldermen, as well as the mayor, It 
was to be borne In inind, wore ro- 
sponiilile for the .actions of the coun- 
cil (Hoar, hear.) 

The plrinR which Avert' heini; executed 
lind been weli and c;n-efully tiioucbt 
out. (Hear, henr.) "While over twelve 
mli(^s of water pining had been l.nid. 
over a mile of salt water piplni? had 
been instiilled, and to tlie thirty-live 
miles of city pavements, over twelve 
milos, or over a' third additional, had 
been added, as well as a great deal 
more than one-third to tho block 
paving. (Applause.), 
and if the laying of the fre^h and »alt 
water piping had not caused unavoid- 
able delays a.much larger extent of tho 
streets would have now been paved. 
(Hear, hi^ar. It was true that the 
streets were In bad condition nt tho 
present time, btit in tho oircumstancea 
this was absolutely unavoidable. (Hear, 
hear.) The council, as a whole, had 
diii-ing tho year dohe good work for 
the city, which wnulcl, moreov»r, fc^r 
years to come bohoflt and vony largely 
benefit, fi-nm their exertions. (Ap- 
plause.) Over a million dollars worth 
of, work had been under way, while the 
system which was in oi)eratlon had 
been tho system which had bean In 
vogue for quite a number of years.

The city hall, which was woefully in- 
adequate for tho city's requirements, 
should be materially altered, remod- 
elled, niid among other mucli needed 
changes an elevator should be Instal- 
led. (Hear, hear and applause.)

William Oliphant Asks Nearly 
Five Thousand Dollars for

The balance of the 
above amount is wanted by 'Wililam 
Ollplumt who claiins damages, to the 
extent of $4,760 on account of damage 
done to his property on Oliphant 
street. 

The damage claims somewhat jarred 
the complacant altitude of the council 
and as tiicre was no information forth- 
coming to show whether tho damage 
alleged to have been done really was 
.as bad as stated, the claim 01 Mr. 
Oliphant was referred to tho city en- 
gineer find building Inspector, while the 
water commissioner will report on the 
claim put In on behalf of Mr. Callow. 

Mr. Oliphant, In his communication, 
stated that damage to I1I3 property 
had boon done by tho changing of the 
initural courso of the surface water 
from Beacon Hill Park and Cook 
street and over-pressure in the sowora, 
causing his property to bo flooded 
with sewage and .surface water. For 
tho damage occasioned by tho flood- 
ing of tho house on Ibt 1-1, Oliphant 
street, with about two feet of sewage, 
Mr. Oliphant clnims »1.000 damages, 
OnMots 10, 11, 12, and 13, on Cook 
street, also flooded, a like omount for 
each. On Sutlej street lots 6, 7 and 
8 also flooded were damage, Mr. QU- 
phaht allegesi .to the extent, of $350 
each.

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A PUBLICITY GRANT 

In recommending the adoption of the 
-plebiscite lautboriisiner an appropriation 
of $7,500 for publicity purposes, the 
Colonist fools that it can do so freo'y, 
bccaiiso it lia.s itself expended more 
than that amount during the past year 
In 'making' Ivnown, as best it could, the 
attractions and advantages ot Victoria. 
We do not pretend that this has Ijeen 
prompted wholly by altruistic motives. 
The Colonist Is a business enterprise 
and it maltes its outlays witli an eye to 
business results. Therefore in ex- 
pending a large sum of money in pic- 
tures and letterpress descriptive of 
Victoria, It lias been actuated by the 
conviction that, altliough the direct 
and immediate results to itself would 
bo small, the benefit to tlie community 
would be large, and in whatever tends 
to the progress of Victoria the Colonist 
feels that its own interests are being 
served. Real estate owners and 
;i.c;ents, nn'rchants. hotel-keepers nnd 
every line of legitimate industry in tho 
city have profited by what the Colon- 
ist has expended. Our gain has 
ehiefly been in prestige as ■yoX, but 
after a little wliilo the pecuniary re- 
sults win, wo hope, be solid and endur- 
ing as the city becomes more pop- 
ulous nnd the business Interests be- 
cmme enlarged. Wo can thus claim to 
luive oxlilbited our own faith in the 
policy 111" iiulilicity to which wo hopo 
tlio city will be fully committed by the 
vote next Timrsday. 

There never has yet been a time 
when it was more dfisirable to adver- 
tise the city thoroughly than It will bo 
this year. Tho Alaslta-Yukon-Paciilc 
Exposition will attract a great many 
people to the Coast, and we want as 
many of them as possible to come to 
Victoria. Wo anticipate a point that 
will be raised in this connection. 
i\Iany people will say tljat It will bo in 
tin- interest of tho transportation com- 
panies to bring all tho trafilc here that 
they can influence, and so it will be; 
btit what Is wanted is something more 
than that the steamers will bring in a 
lio.st of i)eople every do.y and take them 
.away the next day, after a hurried 
sight-seeing trip around the city. Wo 
ought to be able to place in the hands 
of all these pooplo something, whicli 
will tell them about Victoria, and its 
many advantages In a way that no 
transportation' company will think of 
doing and no person could possibly see 
tor themselves. It is going to be a 
year of very active advertising. Every 
city on the Coast and nearly every 
(,'ity in the Interior will make its bid 
lor public favor this summer. Shall 
Victoria be conspicuous by holding 
aloof? Shall we by our inaction give 
color to tile representations of those 
wlio say that wo are liehind tlie times, 
and boldly claim that our city is char- 
acterized by such a lack of enterprise 
that no live man, Peeking new invest- 
ments, would think of coming here? 

Another argument that is made by 
those who are opposed to expending 
money in a iiublielly campaign, is that 
those people, whom it is going to bene- 
tit, ought to pay for It. We take no 
exception to this view of the case, but 
■wo do take oxcentioii to the way in 
which it is applied. Everyone is bene- 
fited by a caini)algn of publicity, from 
the hotei-iieeijer to the mes.senger 
boy, from the largo merchant to the 
smallest retailer, from the large land 
owner to the man who has only a 
single town lot, from the man of 
wealth to the day laborer. They are 
all alike" beii'elltcd, because they will all 
prosper individually In proportion as 
tho community as a whole Is pros- 
perous. Ili-nee tht! reasonableness of a 
municipal contribution to a publicity 
fund. It is the only way In which a 
part of the cost of a general benefit 
can bo borne l)y the citizens generally. 
We do not say that the fund, if voted, 
ought not to be enlarged by private 
subscriptions, for we thlnlc it should 
be. Wiiat w^(! do .say is tliat the city 
as a whole ought to contribute towards 
an expenditure that will be to the ad- 
vantage' of the city as a whole. 

Somo say let us make the city 
attractive and not advertise it. Wo 
•say, lot ua do both.

THE INTERCOLONIAL. 

A Halifax dispatch says there is 
more In tho reported transfer of tho 
Intercolonial to a private company 
than is admitted by those in a position 
to speak with authority. Wo quote: 
".Mackenzie and Mann want the pro- 
perty. It la said that the plan tinder 
consideration of the government is to 
make over tho portion from aiontreal 
to Moncton to the Canadian Northern. 
This would bring .that road to Monc- 
ton nnd place them on an etiuallty 
with tho Grand Trunk Pacific, which 
will reach tliero on its own rails." It 
may be rcmbcrcd that tho Colonist 
some days ago suggested this, as 
among the possibilities, that is ns- 
.sunilng it to he the intention of the 
government to di.spose of tlie lino. If 
this plan were adopted. It la said that 
the line from St. John to Halifax and 
the various Nova Scotia branches will 
be retained by the government, which 
would give tho tliree continental lines 
running rights to St. John and Halifax 
over It. The dispatch adds that Mr, 
Graham, Minister of Hallways, will 
present such a plan as this to Parlia- 
ment. 

That the matter may be understood 
by Colonist readers who are unfamiliar 
with the geography of tlie eastern 

Maritime Provinces, it may be men- 
tioned that the Intercolonial Railway 
extends from Montreal to Point Lo'i'is, 
opposite Quebec, and thence follows 
the eastern shore of the St. Lawrence 
to n point some 25 or 30 miles below 
Riinouski. Tlience it cuts across the 
Gaspe Peninsula, and entering Now 
Brunswick., follows the western shore 
of the Bale des Chaleurs to th'e town 
of Bathurst, and thence proceeds by 
tlie most direct route to Halifax. An- 
other line e.xtends from St. John to 
Sbedlac on Northumberland Strait, 
and the two intersect at Moncton. 
The last mentioned line was built by 
tho New LSrunswlck government be- 
fore confederation and was handed 
over to the Dominion at the time of 
the union. The Canadian Pacific now 
has a line to St. John, which Is about 
89 miles west of Moncton; tlie Grand 
Trunk Pacific will terminate at Monc- 
tonl Hence l^f the Canadian North- 
ern could secure that part of the In- 
tercolonial hotweea Montreal and 
Moncton, It and tlie G.T.P. would 
reach St. John and Halifax over the 
government road, and the Canadian 
Pacific would reach .Halifax over the 
.same road. Our Impression is that 
tiio line from St. John to Halifax 
now docs a profitable traflic and it 
Is hardly open to doubt that under 
some .such nrrangeraont as tlie above 
It would be a very profitable piece 
of railway. 

Regarded as a cold-blooded business 
proposition. It would be a good thing 
If the government could get rid ot 
tlie uniirofltable part of tho Inter- 
colonial and make the profitable part 
still more profitable. There will also 
be considerable sympathy with the de- 
sire of the Canadian Northern to reach 
Halifax and St. John on something 
like equal terms with other railways, 
luit we have already pointed out that 
tlio Intercolonial ia not wholly a bus- 
iness proposition — It It were It never 
would have been located around that 
great sweep which it takes in Quebec 
and New Brunswick, ;uid there will 
bo more syrui)atii> with the denuuids 
of tlie people of New lirunswiek lliat 
faith shall be kept with them, than 
with the ambitions of any railway 
company. As we have already said 
the matt('r Is one, wlilch, from our 
point of view, ought to be deter- 
mined by the people of the Maritime 
Provinces themselves. It they are 
content witli such an arrangement a.s 
is nientiniied aljuve. we do not .'^ei; tiiat 
the rest o[ tho Dominion ought to iu- 
tei-pose any very serious objections. 

'J'ho Toronto Star, a pronounced Lib- 
eral paper, prints the following very 
timely reference to tho government 
railway : 

The public %vlll, of course, wel- 
come any Improvement that may be 
made in the management of tho In- 
tercolonial, Imt tile reason tliat It doi;s 
not pay is not that It is mismanaged, 
but that its rates aro abnormally low. 
There is an accepted factor by wlileh 
the relative earning power of all rail- 
ways is moivsurod — tho rate per ton 
per train mile. That rate for tlii! four 
principal r.'illways in Canada was last 
year as follows: C'anadian Pacille, 
.77.S of .'L cent; Grand Trunk, .072; Can- 
adian Northern, .S7;i, and Intercolonial, 
.584. For passengers tlio r.ate per mllo 
was: Canadian P.acific, 1.841 cents; 
Grand Trunk, 1.833; Canadian North- 
ern; '((.ssr,, and Ir.tcrcoljjnial, X.'iWi. In 
other words, tlie earning power of the 
Canadian Pacific on freight traffic was 
33.2 per cent, higher thnn that of tho 
Intercolonial, tho Grand Trunk 1,';, and 
the Canadian Northern 43.3. Sonic- 
tliing aiiiiroachhig tlie same disjiarity 
e.\lsted in the jjassenger rates. 

If these rates are given practical 
application, a signillcaul result is pro- 
duced'. Last year tin; Canadian Pacl- 
.(lO haulo^ 11,910,423 tons of freiglit, on 
which it' earned $4ri,i3,"),2l.S. Ii', iiow- 
ever, it' had had the rate of tho Inter- 
colonial It would have earned $11,2'JS,- 
S04 ieSSSvVVhllo on passenger traffic, 
under similar tioiidltlons, a further loss 
ofr$TC4(790^would.lJttv^»;,bteen:i Involved. 



Fitting these flgurea directly to . tho 
Intercolonial, it Is Instructive to know 
that had It had Canadian Pacific rates 
last yetu- It would havo earned $1,S74,- 
S7R additional on freight traffic and 
$120,331 on passenger busines.s, which 
sums, added to tho net revenue of 1307, 
would have produced a surplus of 
$2,251,824. The rates of the Canadian 
Pacific are chosen for tlio specific rea- 
son that that road is regarded as ono 
of tho best conducted on tho ooutinent, 
and realizes probably the best resultH 
from operation; yet tho comparison ia 
entirely favorable to tho Intercolonial, 
and reveals at -a glance the sepret of 
its unsatisfactory, flnoincial showing. 

The questlbh'BUfergested by the fore- 
going statetiients ,is., W.hy does not the 
Intorcolonlal'.ralse Its rates? Aeain the 
aiiswer is at hand. Water competition 
stands in tho way, and public senti- 
ment in tlic Maritime Provinces rep- 
resents an ecpially serious hindrance. 
It is held down by the sea that the 
comiiaet of Confederation tacitly re- 
quires tlio Intercolonial to do no more 
than earn operating expenses. There 
is force In this view, and since tho 
gain to the JIaritimo Provinces is .bul- 
ancod by tho -trade which tho Upper 
Provinces hold in Nova Scotia, Now 
Brunswick, Princo Edward Lsland, and 
liastern Quebec by virtue of the In- 
tercolonial, the question, of interest on 
ca|)ltal invested might bo aJldwed to 
rest.

Mr. Charles W right Macara, , tiio 
president of the Federation of Master 
Ccilton Spinners, who has boon such 
a proininenl figure in the great cotton 
disinite In Lancashire, Is one of the 
most notable liusiness men ot tlie day, 
and. like many other linaiielal .geniuses 
I'o Is almost entln-ly self-made. Burn 
in Scotland in 1845, .Air. M;veara went 
to Manehi'Ster at an early age, whore 
his great abilitii'S iiulekly iiushed lilni 
It) till- front. His e.xpi;rleiice of striki'.s 
has been extenslvi'. and he has presid- 
ed over many eoulerenco"?. of till) rep- 
resentatives of employers and opera- 
tl\'i!S in connection with disputes. In 
spite of his busy life, Mr. Macara lias 
found time to Interest himself in many 
charitable schemes, and he has also 
earned no small amount of fame lis a 
writer on various subjects. It Is not 
generally known that it was Mr. Ma- 
cara who organized the Lifeboat Sat- 
urday Fund, a movement which has 
done . Incalculable good for very many 
years. Tho story of how Mr. Macara 
first became Interested in lifeboat 
work Is worth ■ recalling. Some time 
ago he took a house at St Anne's -on - 
Sea, and the coast In this neighborhood 
Is one of the most dangerous In Eng- 
land. One stormy niglit there was a 
wreck In tho vicinity, nnd three lit',-- 
liotits went to tlu! aid of those on 
board. So furious was the storm, 
however, that two of these boats wei'e 
unable to reach thr wrecked vessel, 
nnd went down with their pall,".nt 
crows. Tho Incident niucle such ;in 
impression on Mr. Mnear.a that shortly 
afterward ho started the Lifeboat Siit- 
urd;iy Fund. The movement proved a 
huge success and Mr. Macara directed 
It tlirougli the Ij'nited Kingdom, until 
iiie heaiiquartera were removed from 
.M;mclieKtcr to London in 189G.

■r. : on .Tuesday went .''io sliow-rthat . tills 
'.i eixtenslon of the >^waterwol'ks will Vvaf- 
f fordirR? valuable, pafeguardiiagaihB.tfex- 
tenslVe ■ doriflagratfohs, and 'that water 
may now bo thrown effectively over 
many buildings which but for the In- 
creased pressure would bo too high to 
be reached In case of Are In tho upper 
stories. 

An interesting aspect of tho present 
situation Is tlie way In which the wa- 
ter pressure l.s related to the devolop- 
ment of scLtleuient In the annexes. 
There is already a considerable popu- 
lation on and above St. Clair avenue, 
whore the sites of the houses are quite 
as high above tho lake level as the sur- 
face of the reservoir is. Obviously tho 
people living in the.so houses have not 
until now been in a position to share 
In the ilro protection provided for tho 
lower level of the city; hereafter they 
may be as oltectively protected as the 
people living In any otlier part of tlu: 
civic area. 

Tho success of the liigh pressure sys- 
tem recalls the theory on which tho 
city's water commissioners proceeded 
when the present system was project- 
ed over thirty-five years ago. After 
much consideration and not a little 
controversy they adopted the Worth - 
ingtOR system of pumping into tho 
housea against gravity, but with a 
reservoir attachment, instead of sup- 
plying the houses directly by pumping 
against dead ends or standpipes. 
There has not liitlierto been more than 
, one reservoir In Toronto, but that one 
r is large, 'and now it is proposed to 
construct a second one ju.st as largo 
and on /somewhat higher ground. It 
is worth while, in view oC tho expense 
of a second reservoir, and oE the fact 
tliat more or loss stale water may bo 
running from the reservoir Into tho 
service pipes at any time, to r.also 
anew the question whether it would 
not bo equally advantageous for lire 
purposes and better for household pur- 
poses to depend exclusively on getting 
tho water from the pumps, and dupli- 
cating the pumping plant as a means 
of guarding against a sudden and dan- 
gerous cesstlon of the supply through 
some accident to .the pumping machin- 
ery.

When to Praise 

"If I Should Die Tonight," runs tho 
first line of several verses of a poem 
that, in apparent appreciation of tho 
sterling quality of tlie lesson tho 
author wishes to Impart, compilers 
have included In many collections of 
verse.- and tho theme, as all who are 
familiar with tho poem will recall, 
deals with the customary coldness and 
ungratefulness of all but a small mi- 
nority of the human family. How fre- 
quently devoted mothers, wives, lius- 
bands and daughters are permitted, 
through a lifotlmc, to undergo the ex- 
•treme of self-sacrifice In behalf of 
ithose having a claim to service upon 
them, without adequate, acknowledg- 
ment of the devotion they show; how 
oJften are they treated with neglect and 
not Infrequently with the cruelty of 
unkind speech. .Not until the hands 
that, have .labored so unceasingly for 
others, are. crossed for 'their last ap- 
pearance; above ground, does any reali- 
zation of .the Immense, unreipltttng and 
unrequltted love arid unselfishness that 
have been lavished upon them seem to 
dawn upon tho family and associates 
left behind. It is not necessarily ex- 
tremes of Indifference or neglect that 
render • lives unhappy. The withheld 
word of wcll-doserved praise often 
constitutes such a load of ^nisory as 
the sturdiest of physiques and most 
optimistic temperaments finds It hard 
to bear. Think it over for a moment, 
is it not a grievous fault of most cf us 
to pick Haws in otliers and to hold 
them up much mui-e rigidly to hl.ijlier 
standards of life and of achievement 
than we do ourselves? Do we not all 
fall lamentably in .saying tho appre- 
ciative word, and while we are so 
chary of just praise, yet are we not 
most contemptibly prompt to flatter in 
quartv^rs where It appears likely wo 
Khali reap personal advantages of one 
lilnd or another? 

That brilliant clergyman, the lamen- 
ted Rev. D. Babcock, was wont to In- 
sist that a characteristic which should 
distinguish the true Christian is a 
Spontaneous and never-falling effort 
to aid and make glad. "Help a lamo 
dog,over a fence," said he; and this 
beautiful dbotrlne bids us to reward 
wcli-lntehtioned endeavor with just 
pialae — to carry the suhishine of ap- 
pi-obatlon to those toller^ in homes, as 
well as in*the great outside world of 
activities, who are starving for a word 
of " appreciation and encouragement. 
The lives of tho largo majority of the 
world's workers are sadly monotonous, 
and most have not yet attained to that 
state of "joying in their work," which 
is one of the pet dreams of the Social- 
ist that does Infinite credit to his 
Iioart. On the contrary, gray aro tho 
lives of most, both In work time and 
leisure. Does the critical attitude of 
taking capable service as a matter of 
course, while visiting tlio ociaslonal 
slip with reprimand, and withholding 
.all expression of -ippreciatlon, square 
wtlh Christian ethics? Shall astute 
heathens (as wc aro pleased to call 
them) in non-Christian lands continue 
.slyly to laugh in their sleeves at the 
wide divergence between Christian i)re- 
cept and practice that is characteristic 
of us, as well as of otlicr nominally 
c:hr!ct!an peoples? "Wnultl It not bo 
better, by eonomlzlng on eulogies for 
tho dead and oxjiandlng on pral.so for 
the living, to malce a brave beginning 
toward narrowing tlie breach between 
Christian ethics and Christian con- 
duct? — Vogue,

In spite of his reputation for as- 
ceticism. Father Bernard Vaughan i.f 
a great lover of a good joke; and is 
no mean wit ■ himself, as witness his 
latest pun. When asked what the 
Catholics thought of; Mr. Asqulth after 
the Premier had stopped the carrying 
of the Host lh the Buoharlstlo .proces- 
sion. Father. lfaugban,...wlth^ne of. his 
genial smiles,, replied: '.'We thimivso 
much of him that tWe intend to tnaku 
him leg-It (Legate)." One of Father 
Vaughan's best stories concerns a cer- 
tain minister who was discoursing on 
the subject of perfection.. "Did you 
ever know anyone to bo 'perfect?" he 
inquired of his hearers, "Did you ever 
read of any man or woman who was 
quite perfect?" Judging by the faces 
of his audience no one had read or 
known of a perfect man or woman. 
"Did you ever hear of anyone who Was 
absolutely perfect?" was the next ques- 
tion. "Yew," came the immediate re- 
sponse from a woman in one of tho 
back rows, "from all accounts my hus- 
band's lirst wife was perfect." 

Lord Rosslyn, who has challenged 
Sir Illram Alaxlni lo test his system of 
"bro;iklng the bank" at roulette, is 
one of the most versatile members of 
the i)eerage. Ho has been soldier, war 
correspondent. Journalist and private 
secretary, and, as "Mr. James Ersklno" 
earned quite a reputation on tho 
boards of tho London stage. Latterly 
he has interested himself in "systems" 
for "breaking the bank" at Monto Car- 
lo and ho is firmly convinced that ho 
has at last discovered an Infallible me- 
thod. An amusing story has been told 
of Earl Rosslyn when ho was a nuiro 
lad tr.T.velling in Norway. Ho was at 
Trondhjem at the time and ho learned 
that the King of Sweden was also In 
the town. Accordingly he made his 
way to the Royal residence and asked 
to see his Majesty. On being told 
that the king was not at home, Lord 
Rosslyn presented his' card, with tho 
remark that he would be glad to see 
see hla Majesty tit a certain well- 
known hoteL' It is.aald that the good- 
natured monarch accepted tlio uncerc- 
monlouB Invitation and actually turned 
up at the hotel, to the great surprise 
of his youthful host. 

There is at least one man just now 
who ought to he profoundly tired of 
the Territorial Army and everything 
connected with it, and that Is General 
Sir W. G. Nicholson, the Clilef of the 
General Staff at tho War Office. A 
short time ago a junior official entered 
his room, and addressed som^^fluestlon 
to him in connection with the now 
force. "I am busy just now," General 
Nicholson Is said to have replied Jo- 
cosely, "dealing with a little body of 
men called the Regular Army. They 
are not very important, I know, but 
I think it might bo as well to pay a 
little attention to them now and 
again. After all, we might want them 
some day, you know." In regard to 
the statement, by the way, that Gen- 
eral Nicholson Is opposed to the Jiew 
force, and that he desires to see the 
Introductiori of some form of cunipul- 
sory military service into this country, 
there Is his own express authority to 
deny it. As a matter of fact, he has 
been one of the most useful members 
of the Wag Offloe Staff to Mr.. Hal- 
dauo In preparing the details of the 
administration and organization of ' the 
new force. 

There are few more remarkable men 
among us than Sir Theodore Martin, 
author of a "Life of the I'rlnco Con- 
sort," and many other books, who cel- 
ebrated his ninety-second birthday 
recently. Sir Theodore attributes his 
reniarkablo vitality to tho fact that ho 
has been a hard worker all his life, 
and he is of opinion tliat given a 
sound constitution In the drst place, 
all men should live to the ripe age that 
he has reached. Sir Tlieodoro )uis lit- 
tle sympathy with the spirit of the 
present age, and he deplores the hust- 
ling methods of tho modern young man 
"Learn to labor and to wait" is his 
favorite motto — a motto he has him- 
self acted on all through his long and 
brilliant career. If you ask hhu what 
he dislikes most about the present age 
he will tell you tliat his put aversion 
is the noise of tlie motor-car. Sir 
Theodore's life has been crammed full 
of Interesting Incidents, and he has 
known nearly overy literary celebrity 
of note during the latter half of the 
last century. Dickens, Tliackcray, 
Browning and Carlyle were all friends 
of his, and he can recall seeing Sir 
Walter Scott walking down Prince's 
."Jtreot, Edinburgh, leaning heavily on 
a stick. Sir Theodore's re'minlBcencea 
of tlie stage are equally interesting, 
and among tho giants of the past 
whom he has seen were Phelps, Mac- 
ready, and tho Great Edmund Kcan. 
As all the world knows, Sir Theodore 
Martin married Miss Helen Faudt, at 
one time one of the gr^eatest actresses 
on the Bnglish stage, and he recalls 
an interesting reminlis'cenco of the oor- 
ly stage career of tho late Sir Henry 
Irving. At that time Irving was prac- 
tically unknown, and was a member of 
the local company at Edinburgh en- 
gaged to support Miss Helen Fauclt, 
tho visiting "atar." Tho play was 
Cymbelihe and Irving was cast 
for tho part of Plsanlo. At that 
time his mannerisms wef-o very mark- 
ed, p.nrl he was almost inarticuato in 
some of the scenes. On the way homo 
Helen Fauclt said to Sir Theodore with 
a sigh. "Who on earth was that stick 
who played Plsanlo?" Sir Henry's 
subsequent triumphs proved the won- 
derful power he possessed of over- 
coming obstacles In'the pursuit of his 
beloved art. 

One of those wonderful men who 
make comptitiitlona about everything 
lias found out that Oxford as n forcing 
house for premiers easily beats Cum- 
hrldgp. Mr. Asqulth is the eighteenth 
Prime Minister wlio can claim Oxford 
as his alma' mater. Cambridge has 
supplied twelve. Campbcll-Bilnnor- 
man was educated nt Glasgovv- and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, 
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It Is curious, in the opinion of tho 
Daily E.xpress, that a government in- 
clined to encourage municipnlitles to 
Increase "direct" employment and to 
center Into competition wherever pos- 
sible with private enterprise should 
at the same time be eager to reduce 
to the lowest minimum the number of 
men employed in the National Arsenal 
at Woolwich. According to the letter 
from Mr. Gilbert Slcater, the normal 
peace strength. of; the ^three great; pro- 
ductive departments ;of the Arsenal is 
13,500 to ;1S,700 meiii' itC^tood atrihht 
nguro in.WOS. and.':i899.-and agalh In 
.1904 and 1905. The' number has been 
rodiiced to :a' llttlQ'. over: 11,000,' and. Mr. 
Haldano Is credited ivithvthe-lntoritldn 
to establish a standardvof 8,000 men, 
Ajiart from tlio serious fact that thou- 
sands of skilled artisans are thus 
thrown out of employment at a period 
of bad trade, when there are many 
more men than Jobs, this wholesale 
weakening of Woolwich Is a grave na- 
tional danger. Wars occur with brief 
warnings, and if Great Britain sudden- 
ly found herself forced to light lic:r 
armies must largely depend on Wool- 
wich Arsenal for material. Weak and 
deiileted, Woolwich could not fulllll tlie 
demand, and. disiister might .follow. W'e 
agree that private firms .ihould be en- 
couraged and should receive a fair 
Bliare of tho government orders, but 
tho lirst caro should be the mainten- 
ance' of AYool^vIch, at a;, siifliclent 
strength to' meet pQSsiblo eventiialitles. 

The close of the session says the 
Morning Post, finds the Ministerial 
party in a position of growing weak- 
ness and embarrassment. The larfco 
array of Liberal members who -wore 
returned to Westminster nearly throe 
years ago exulting and triumphant are 
now looking forward to the future with 
dejection and misgiving. It is true 
that the government will have suc- 
ceeded In iilaclng on the .Statute book 
fifty Acts as the result of the work of 
a single session. But the achievement 
does not seem to Inspire pride or sat- 
isfaction, for, useful as somo of the 
measures may be, they cannot bo said 
to justify the glowing hopes which 
Liberals have held before tho people, 
and there is tho chilly consciousness 
of blank failure In regard to tho lar- 
ger questions which the party believed 
it.self entitled and able to settle. Dis- 
appointment and depression are weak- 
ening the cohesion of tho vast and ill- 
assorted House. Grumblings of dis- 
content and murmurs of doubt are 
rising. Tliat the situation is critical, 
that tho government have forfeited the 
confidence of tho nation, that the out- 
look Is dark and cheerless Is painfully 
obvious even to those who like to 
Ignoro unpleasant facts. Any survey 
of tho figures of the bye-elections dur- 
ing tho past year Must 'leave the con 
viction that. th9 sympathy, ond opinion 
of the eledtora arS 'iribliiilng further 
and further away from the Liberal 
side.

CONSIDER RESOLUTIONS 
f OR DOMINION CONGRESS 

The Woman's Council Transact 
' Business at Regular 
. .Session ri.'iv-' 



At".,the .;meettng . of . tho >" Women's 
Coiiiridll 'held, . yesterday , afternoon at 
the city hall, .there'; were present, tho 
president, recordlng. Becr^ta.ry, . corres- 
ponding secretaiT.' press 'seeretary and 
fifteen delegates and menjl(^ra..^,,After 
silent ' prayer, tho ' minutes lott theVlBBt. 
njcetlng wore road and approved. The 
corresponding secretary reported 
having received acknowledgment of 
letters of condolence from Mrs. Gordon 
Grant and Mr.s. J. G. Brown. Mrs. 
Rhodes wrote saying that as slio 
would bo absent from tho city for somo 
months she would bo unable to work 
on the committee for the promotion of 
tho maternity ward. On motion Mrs. 
Hasell's name was substituted for that 
of Mrs. Rhodes, and tho committee 
now comprises Mrs. Grifllths, Mrs. 
Sheldon and Mrs. Hasell. 

Mr.s. Jenkins reported that tho task 
of selecting a candidate for woman 
trustee had been a dlftlcult and un- 
successful one. There wero fewer 
women ellgiblo for candidates than 
formerly and none ot tliosc consent 
to serve. 

A communication was read from Jfr.s. 
Gumming concerning tho International 
congress. The question of sending a 
resolution to tho national council called 
forth much dl.scusslon. Mrs. Day last 
year had withdrawn a resolution ask- 
ing for legislation making provincial 
organization possible, and it was in- 
tended that the matter should be sub- 
mitted this year. 

Miss Crease considered that provin- 
cial organization was needed to com- 
plete tho chain between the local and 
national councils. In order to -cfCcct 
this It was necessary that the vice- 
president should go through tho 
country to visit old councils and to 
form new ones. 

Mrs. Fitzglbbon pointed out that tho 
question of provincial organization 
was fully gone Into by Lady Aberdeen 
when the council was founded and It 
was considered that in view of tho 
jealousy that then existed between 
somo of tho province^ it would be much 
wiser not to import Into the Council 
of "Women provincial distinctions, but 
that tho local councils should feel 
thom.selvcs closely connected with tho 
national body. 

Mrs. Day considered that In tliat 
case the provincial vice-president had 
much responsibility without power to 
accomplish her wor)c. 

Mrs. Grant saw that tho financial 
aspect of provincial organization pre- 
sented much dlRlculty. The constitu- 
tion limited the amount to btj levied 
on afiillated societies and tho local 
councils found it dlfilcult to provide for 
their own exijenses .and pay contribu- 
tions to the national council. 

Jlrs. Fitzglbbon tb.ought that as 
organization was part of tho duty ot 
tho national sccr6tary, and as It was 
Impossible for Mrs. Gumming to visit 
British Columbia for tjiat purpose, 
part of the national aid fund should 
be available for the provincial vice- 
president. She was assured tliat no 
sum had been received for this pur- 
pose from this fund. 

Mrs. Spofford did not believe that 
many more local councils could be or- 
ganized as in most of the towns there 
were few or no societies that could be 
afiillated. 

After some further discussion tl«j 
following resolution . was moved by 
Mrs. Spolford, seconded by Mrs. Grant 
and passed: Besolved that this local 
council -of women withhold .Its proj)o- 
sed resolution for the agenda of the 
national council until after the next 
provincial conference, that a commlttco 
be appointed to take fully into con- 
sideration the details of such organ- 
ization in 'its relation both to tlie 
national and the local councils and 
that this council bo prepared and in- 
vito the other British Columbia coun- 
cils to be prepared to fully discuss this 
question at the next provincial con- 
ference. 

The president then read three reso- 
lutions of which she asked the meeting 
to choo.so one. The first deplored the 
accusations of graft so commonly ad- 
vanced against public men, and In- 
sisted that they should be examined 
into, If falsn the slanderei's should 
be punished, if true tho guilty parties 
should answer for their guilt. 

Tho second begged the national 
council to use its infiuonce to abolish 
the treating; system and to lessen the 
number of bar rooms, and the third 
asked that tho national council approve 
of the giving of the franchise for 
women. 

Mrs. Jenkins moved that all three 
resolutions be adopted after thoy had 
been submitted for revision to the 
Icglsl.atlve committee. This was sec- 
onded by Mrs. Day and adopted. 

Mrs. Fitzglbbon spoke of the advan- 
tages which would be derived by tho 
children of Canada from the exhibition 
of tho splendid series of views pre- 
pared by Mr. McKlnder, of the School 
of EcondmlOB, In England. These 
views showed the resources ot tho 
United Kingdom and were intended to 
promote the Imperial spirit. Tho fol- 
lowing resolution, moved by Miss 
Crease, seconded by Mrs. Jenkins was 
adopted: That the National Council of 
Women in Canada petition the depart- 
ment of education In tho various pro- 
vinces of tho Dominion to purcha.so 
from tho ^educational section of tho 
Colonial office in London tho lectures 
and slides prepared for distribution 
among tho different colonies of tho 
Britl.sh empire dealing with tho miglit 
and wealth of thv United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

Tlie nomination of delegates for tho 
quinquennial meeting then took place, 
with the followin.g result:

The boy or girl wlio i.'J 
dull has a hard lii'e ci' It in the ordln- 
arj- schoolroom. Scoldingfi, punl.'^h- 
ments, and too often, what Is much 
harder to bear than either, sneers and 
ridicule, fall to the lot ot tlie child 
who cannot keep up with his class- 
mates. And yet the Uvea of many 
distinguished men show that they have 
been far' from satisfactory pupils. The 
very qiiallttes that render tlu^m 
famous made it Impossible for them to 
follow with -auccess tho ordinary rou- 
tine of school worls- Such children 
must work In their own way and can- 
not be either led or driven to walk In 
the path • marked out for ■ them by 
others. 

On the other hand there are few. teach- 
ers who have had a long experience who 
have not seen the futility of trying to 
force the child wlio was deficient in 
mental or physical strength' to keep 
pace with his classmates. 'Very bitter 
is .the self-reproach of both teacher 
and parents when such an- one- breaks 
down under efforts too great for his 
strength. ^ 

Besides the very talented and tho 
weak-minded, thero„are many boys and 
girts who ^iro dull in school because 
they have not the faculty for gaining 
knowledge, from books. A hopeless 
dunce has been known to make an ex- 
cellent tradesman or electrician, and a 
stupid girl has proved a good house- 
wife. This class of children should bo 
greatly benefitted by the manual train- 
ing classes and tho schools of domestic 
science. The knowledge that there Is 
something one can do well Is-a gieat 
incentive to effort In other dlrectlons. 

Sciontlllc men have had their atten- 
tion directed to dull children and at 
present the Now York "World tells us 
that a small cotlers of French doctors 
Is at present studying school children, 
and has at the moment under its special 
observation that infantile phenomenon 
known as the dunce. Tlio existence of 
tho dunce is frequently to be attribut- 
ed, they declare, to faulty hygienic en- 
vironment, unsuitable food or tactless 
treatment. Incidentally thoy assert 
tliat a disposition for mathematical 
studies is no criterion whatever of a 
capacity for original or vigorous 
thought, and that the ability to deal 
with numbers Is often observable in 
tho very weak of mind. 

The dunce, they say, is often any- 
thing but a dunce. The poor child may 
suffer from weakness of sight, or In- 
cipient deafness, and his tcachci-s full 
to note the fact. Morbid shyness and 
self-consciou.sno.ss, often characteristic 
in children, are a.s frequently as not 
the explanation of tho so-called dul- 
lard's inability to learn. All children 
do not progress with tho same alert- 
ness. The phenomenon of grown-ups 
who are ten years behind their ago, in 
regard to mentality, has been 
noted by all physicians. Corvlsart, Na- 
poleon's doctor, doekiring that these 
minds often prove the finest when they 
roach their maturity, and that the fact 
of their backwardness is Invariably a 
.sign that a ripe old a^e will be reach- 
ed. 

The personal character of children, 
say these French doctors, reaulrca to 
be trained in respect to pluck. Initia- 
tive and Interest, before tho purely 
mental attributes can bo expected to 
conio Into play. Children who evince 
a dislike to play should be taught 
that success in pliiy and kindred 
matters is the sures^t guarantee of 
success in tho great game of life later 
on. Particular care must bo taken 
in the selection of schools and school- 
surroundings for children who are un- 
usually fat or overgrown, or who show 
a tendency to be what Is known as 
"old-fashioned." 'When children are 
likely to become the butts of their 
companions, parents cannot bo too 
careful In deciding as to how they 
shall be trained. Observation and 
the advice of pliyslcians, skilled in 
tlie treatment and study of children, 
both in their nicnt;il and physical at- 
titudes, arc the safest guides if the 
rearing of wholesome men and women 
be, ns it should be, tlie end of early 
education. 

Toronto has in Mr. .Tolin Ross 
Robertson, a very generous citizen. 
On New Year's this gentleman sent 
to the Sick Children's Hospital a 
check for $10,000. A short time ago 
he gave $135,000 for a Nurso'.s School 
and Home and to tho Hospital and 
other 'Charities lie has given very 
large sums of which the public knows 
nothing. This thn Toronto Globe 
seems to regret as it says: "Doing 
good by stealth, as Mr. Robertson does 
it, has Its disadvantages. It i-annot 
used as el'l'ectively In spurring on 
otliers iiK can the subHcriptlon method."

How Longboat played with Dorando 
In the recent .Manitlioii race at Buf- 
falo is graphically described by an 
eye -witness in an eastern exchange. 
A part of this rather lengthy account 
Is appended: 

Tom Longboat, tho great Canadian 
Indian, once again proved conclusive- 
ly that .Dorando Pletrl, the Italian 
Marathon runner held in England 
last summer, Is not In the same class 
as a long-dlstante man. At Buffalo 
on Saturday, In their twenty- five mile 
race, the Indian simply toyed with tlio 
Italian, and after eighteen miles of 
heart-breaking pace, the forclgaer 
quit, and quit cold, altbougli he had 
set the pace most of tho way and 
forced nearly all the running, being 
totally rcsponslblo for the nerve-rack- 
ing speed which was maintained from 
the start. After the Italian had quit, 
Longboat walked, and Jogged the re- 
maining seven -mile*, covering the en- 
tire distance Iri ' three hours, thlrty- 
ono minutes and' two seconds, although 
he did not have to llnish tho course, 
simply doing so hi' order to protect 
the bettor.". It Ms doubtful If such 
a fa.sl pace has been set In any Mara- 
thon race for the fir.^it llfteon miles, 
which were covered in the wondi'r- 
tul time of 1.26.34 2-5. The world's 
record for fifteen miles, held by J. 
Appleby, of England, Is 1.20.04 3-G but 
sl.\ minutes fa.ster. Tliere Is no 
I doubt but that this pace was Doran- 
I do's undoing. Krom the Hush ot the 
; pistol, ho lot loose at a terrific clip, 
j and ran the first lap like a quarter- 
mller, gradually coming back to a five 
I minute gait for tlie mile. The first 
I llfteen miles were, with but one or 
two exceptions, run under six mln- 
I utes, and the It.aliari way respcm.'ilble 
I for nearly all tlie i.arc Ifo ■.vent to 
the front on the sl.-u-t, and excei)t for 
I ;i few different jierlods, led for the en- 
j tire elghtei-n mlle.'i. It was plain 
1 that he Intended to break up the In- 
dian if at all iios.slble by a fast clli). 
I but Hurprl.=!ed liy tlic ^iieed and .stay- 
! Ing pow'Tn of the Uittcr ;uk1 tantall.-cd 
I by Longboat's teasing, the game little 
Italian's heart broke In the eighteenth 
mile, after he hod nttemiitcd to pull 
away from the Indlap by a terrific 
sprint, only to find tlio Indian still 
j dfii;j.:iiig • his footsteps In the same 
I ca: -. -going way. As Dorando slaek- 
'■iied on thlH lin.'il .• [.url. Longboat 
I sl-.ot a head, anil a.-; lie pa.-'.'^ed the 
I Itall.'iii In frcnt of the olliclals' stand, 
the l.itter gave up and walked from 
the track supported by hU brother. 
Good at Fifteen Miles. 
The raci> Katurd!i\ proved conclu- 
sively that Dorando would make a 
grand liCte<m miler, but that he l;icks 
staying luiwers for anything over this 
distance. Along about the (Iftecnlh 
mile be ln'g.-ui to sliow signs nf dis- 
tress, and bis arms droiiplng to their 
full length became like lead weights, 
while ills eyi-lld.s dropped and lie srem- 
ed, at any stage after the llfteen -mile 
(lost was passed, ready to drop. Do- 
rando Is a runner of the Tom Coley 
typo; In fact, is a dead ringer for 
Coley, He runs heavy and flat-foot- 
ed, seems labored all the time, al- 
though possescd of great speed for a 
mnn of his build, being short and 
very chunky. Uunniiig with a short 
stride, lio was the direct opposite to 
Longbo.at. Tom went along In his own 
particular style, running fr('e anil 
loose, his strldi'S being almost double 
those of I hi' Italiiin with the r<!sult 
that he was forced to slacken up on 
each cornel-, and v.'Ikmi directly be- 
hind tile Italian, cut short tliosi.- giant 
strides. in addition to this Tom 
worked In a half a dozen styles of 
running and this led to the belief 
that he was tiring at several stages, 
although on the contrary, he was fresh 
as a daisy all tho way, with a pos- 
islble exception at tho end of the 
first ten miles, when he felt a llttio 
hot and feverisli, the opening of tlie 
big doors in the armory and tlie fresh 
air which came In as a result, bring- 
ing lilm around in grand Htyli\ I''rom 
till;! on, Tom was himself, and in ,ad- 
dition to talking to the crowd, lie 
played wltli IJorando In great style, 
breaking Into .sjuint after sprint,

Regard- 
ing the projected improvements at 
Seattle, where it is proposed to create 
a harbor boa^d Incorporated as the 
Port of Seattle, and suggestions aro 
being put forward for a -seawall and 
for the development of the Dnwamish 
river to provide extra harbor accom- 
modation tho Pacillo Marine Review 
say.s: 

"We note witli satisfaction that the

The Princess Victoria and Prin- 
cess Royal have reverted to their 
former services, between Victoria-Se- 
attle and Vancouver alternating, the 
Princess Victoria arriving here at l 
p.m. from tho Sound city and leaving 
at 2 p. m. for Vancouver from wliero 
she goes direct to Seattle, while tho 
Princess Royal arrives hero at 2.15 
p.m. from Vancouver and leaves tor 
Seattle at 3.30 p.m., going direct to 
Vancouver from tho Sound i5ort, and 
leaving the mainland again at 9 a. m.

The stcamor 
K\mierlc ot the Bank line, on her 
way from Manila, via Hongkong and 
tho usual ports of call, leaving Yoko- 
hama i:)eoomber 29th la due on Thurs- 
day.

Yokohama on Sunday for this port.

Advices 
received jtisterday from England sliow 
that the purchase of cargoes by tho 
owners of the Agnes Oswald and 
Archibald Biissell, which rpcontly 
sailed from Tacoma with wheat bought 
b.\' their owners who made a simultan- 
eous deal of buying and selling where- 
by they realized a profit of 20 shillings, 
has been looked upon as an evasion of 
the agreement to maintain a union rate 
of 27s. 6d. by the Sailing Ship Ownerji' 
international union, and the action was 
warmly discussed at the meeting re- 
cently held, at which It was agreed to 
.suspend the union rate with regard to 
North Paciflc ports. N'otwithstaiiding 
the suspension of the union rate, how- 
ever, no cargoes are to be had for the 
disengaged .ships. The London own- 
ers protested strongly against tho sus- 
pension and it Is expected the life of 
the union is in jeopardy as a result of 
the situation whlcli lins arisen. 
.Meanwhile the ships aro idle, all but 
the French vessels, ni.-iny of which are 
sailing around the seas without cargo 
earning small profits under tho ar- 
rangement wlioreby the French gov- 
ernment pays a mileage bounty. The 
French bark Galline which arlvcd at 
San I''rancisco on Tuesday last In bal- 
last froni Hobart, was despalehe-.l to 
sea again tho following day back to tho 
Antipodes on her way to Sydney to 
seek a cargo. If no freight offers, tho 
I'Yencliman will sail away to another 
port and keep on sailing with swept 
holds at! long as the French govern- 
ment will keep on paying a bounty, 
calculated on the number of miles 
travelled, . xyithout' respect to the 
business done. The Simile Oalline has 
sailed many thousands of mijes wlth- 
out.cargo on her present voyage. She 
came oat from Antwerp in ballast via 
Hobart and la now bound back to the 
south seas after the captain remained 
at tho Golden Gate only long enough 
to have his "mileage • ticket punched 
by tho French consul." 

A doleful picture of tho depression 
in tho sailing ship business Is given 
by a sailing shipowner of Greenock 
writing In tho Telegrapli of that city 
regarding the shipping trade of last 
year. lie says tho year has been tho 
worst slilpowners have experienced. 
Vhencver a cargo was offered thero 
had been a wild scramble of a dozen 
vessels to oljtain tho prlvUofTP of 
carrying the goods ;it lo.ss freight than 
would pay tlie working expenses, In 
the endeavor to save heavy laylng-up 
expenses abroad with the crew on 
l)oard. There liad been a record out- 
put of steam tonnage, beyond the 
world's rcqulremenls, and remunera- 
tive business had ceased. He e.stima- 
ted tliere was over a million and a 
quarter tons of shipping lying Idle, 
"waiting .sadly for the return of the 
tldi^, which for them may never 
conic." i\rany .nailing ships had been 
sold during the year to foreigners at 
ruinously low prices, often at jirlces 
not .'^uriiclont to pay the trading losses 
of the owners. The Workmen's (";om- 
Iiensntion act, and nmoncled Merchants' 
Shipping act had pressed particularly 
hard, he said, against sailing ships, and 
tho incursions of thc^ steamers In 
trades formerly held by'" sailing ships 
"had mado it hopeless for tho sailing 
vessel over to e.xpoct to again success- 
fully compete' against them." So des- 
perate are they, that the London, 
Glasgow and Liverpool owners talk of 
forming u» combination to manage all 
ships from a central ofllco, and then 
take on curryinR contracts, avoid 
British sailing ship competition, and 
run the shi;iM unlr..';i;rcd.

It is known that for many months a 
few gentlemen have been at work 
making -experiments and calculations 
with models of a hull whose sides aro 
grooved along the water line so as to 
reduce,' it Is upheld, the water resist- 
ance on the slcln of the ship and there- 
by Increase the speed without .-Hiding 
to tlic cost of propulsion. Tho cxiieri- 
ments conducted apjicar to have been 
so far satisfactory that the syndicate 
have decided to order a cargo steamer 
ti) be built on the new model, and the 
order has just been placed with u well- 
known llrm of Sunderland shipbuilders. 
The vessel will have a carrying capac- 
ity of 3,200 tons dead weight, and will 
be delivered early next summer. The 
career of the new "Jlonltor" modelled 
ship (for that Is , the name of the 
patent) Is sure to be watclied with 
keen interest by naval architects and 
shipowners, to whom any means of In- 
creasing speed without augmenting 
driving power is a matter of tho first 
Importance. 

Recent launches of steamers built on 
the Isherwood system have caused tho 
query as to what constitutes the char- 
acteristics of this -type, of vessel. In 
tho Isherwood system of construction 
the closely spaced- transversed ribs, 
with which we a^eiifomlUifir in ordinary 
vessels, are omitted, '.ahd the trans- 
verso 3trength,l8«objalned,by fitting on 
the shell and ■'.^aeck!^platlng a series of 
strong transvei'ses sit widely spaced in- 
tervals. These transverses extend 
completely round the sides, bottom, 
and dock of ship, and, aro slotted to 
allow of longitudinal frames and 
beams being iltted continuously 
through tho transvorses. The new 
system allows the steamer to be built 
of greater strength than ordinarily, and 
at the same time the deadweight 
carrying capacity Is considerably In- 
creased. Tho construction is simplified 
and all parts aro readily accessible, 
thus reducing nmintcnance repairs to a 
minimum, and offering greater facility 
for damage repairs. 

There has Just been exhibited In 
England a now type of steel frame, of 
which tho peculiarity is that It Is 
built without a slnsle weld. It is 
forged In throe separate pieces — 
namely, the baclt post, boss picco, and 
the bottom piece, and thero is a scarpli 
joint bolow the boss and above tho 
archway, instead of the ordinary weld, 
Willie tho baclcpost is tiirned circular. 
Just below the arch right do-vvn to tho 
base, where, instead of being welded, 
It Is shrunk Into the heel of tho bot- 
tom piece. The gudgeons ai-c also 
portable, ar;d ' are slirunk on to the 
backpost. and keyed. It is claimed that 
this tyiie of sternpost can be manu- 
factured expeditiously, because it Is in 
separate parts, and that • it has great 
advantage in ropalrlpg, slnoe bottom 
piece or backpost can be renewed 
without the necessity 'at cutting out 
the entire stern frame from the vessel.

The Matson Navigation company 
has awarded the contract for the con- 
struction of its now freight and pas- 
senger steamer to the Newport News 
Shipbuilding company. The vessel will 
resemble the steamer Larllne, but will 
be larger, having a length ot 430 feet 
and a breadth of 51 feet. As In tho 
Lurline, the engines will be iilaoed aft. 
Oil will bo used as fuel. There will 
be nccommod.'ition for 100 passengers 
and 8,000 tons of freight. Tiie ves- 
sel Is to bo completed In ton months 
and will arrive at San Franclso two 
months later. The cost will be about 
$1,000,000.

Local Concern Gets Contract 
For Public Improvements 
in Northern City 



The Westholmo Lumber company 
have been .awarded tho contract for 
performing tho public Improvements at 
Prince Rupert which are being under- 
taken jointly by the government and 
the Grand Trunk Pacific. Tlieso Im- 
provements for tho most part consist 
of laying plank roads and wooden side- 
walks, as well as putting In the 
nucleus of a sewerage system. Tho 
amount of tho contract Is In the neigh- 
borhood of $2.'iO,000. 

The contract was originally awarded 
to a Xcw Westminster man, but ho 
backed out.

ilPPEAL ALLOWED IN 
^SUlT FOR TBESPASS 



The Full Court Reverses the 
Finding of Mr. Justice 
IVIartin 



The full court, consisting of Chief 
Ju.stlco Hunter and Justices Clon)ent 
and JNlorrison, yesterday allowed the 
appeal in the caso of Atwood vs. the 
ivettle River Valley Railway Company. 
Tiie action was originally tried in 
Greenwood before Mr. Justice Martin, 
who allowed $1,250 damages. This de- 
cision has now been reversed. J. A. 
Macdonald, K.C. and C. D. Sjience ap- 
peared for the appellant railway coip- 
pany and H. C. Hanlngton for the 
1. 1 a 1 n tirt-re3pondent. 

It appears that the railway company 
built Its line through the defendant's 
property, close to her home in Grand 
Forks, uprooting fences and fruit trees 
while so doing. Negotiations looking to 
compensation appear to have been be- 
gun, but' led^to nothing. Finally arbi- 
tration .,wa8i talkqdl.of , and ,a. notice 
llled. This notice, however, was knock- 
ed out, as the railway had not com- 
plied with the terms, of the Railway 
Act in respect, to- the plans which it 
should file prior to taking proceedings. 

In urgulng for the appeal yesterday 
Mr. IMaedonald urged that althougii 
tliey h.'id entt^rcd upon the defendant's 
land before going to arbitration, vet 
the Atwoods had acrpilesed In tho pro- 
ceeding. The line -was 400 .yards from 
tlieir lioiiso and they had watched tho 
work going on from day to day for 
months and had made no objection un- 
til tho railway was linlslied. Under 
these circum-itances the plaintiff was 
estopped from now objecting, even if 
there had been a dejjarturo from tho 
letter of the Railway Act In the mat- 
ter of the iilans whlcii luid been tiled. 
In any event this mistake in the plans 
nia<le no difference, as it was admitted 
that the jVtwoods knew exactly what 
was being done. Also, In giving dain- 
if;es, the trial judge liad usunied the 
functions of tho arbitrator. 

Mr. Hanlngton contended that the 
railway liad no right to ('liter the land 
until it had coiiijilied with tile act, and 
tl-.at as a matter of fact tho plaintiff 
had never ac(iulesed in tlieir so doing. 

During the argument the chief jus- 
tice remarked that tho plaintiffs ap- 
peared to liave clearly acqulesed in the 
proceedings of the railway, and that if 
tliey objected tho jiroper cour.sn would 
have bi'en to apjily for an injunction 
at the time, and not to have waited un- 
til the road was (Inlshed and then bring 
an action for damages for trespass. All 
lawful damage would be compensated 
for by arbitration under the provisions 
of tho Railway Act. The appeal was 
allowed and the action dismissed.

Englnoor's Suggestions. 

In imrsuance of his promise to sub- 
mit some outline of tho. best method 
in which tho Incoming council can 
construct public works in order that 
therS may bo some' definite system. 
City Engineer Topp submitted the 
following •suggestions which were re- | 
ferred to the Incoming council: i 

Gentlemen — In accordance with my { 
suggestions of recent aate, I have tlie 
honor to lay before you a brief out- 
lino of the manner in which. In my 
opinion, tho public works of tno jirea- 
ent year should be carried out, xlz: 

First — In tho matter ot local Im- 
provement work, I would suggest that 
the city be divided Into districts, work- 
ing as far as possible from tho centre 
of the city outwards. Each district de- 
cided upon should be reported early 
in tlie year and placed In by-laws In 
a concise manner, and tho work when 
once started in a district should be 
entirely completed before moving else- 
where, and so on In this manner until 
tlio entire programme of the year is 
completed. By. the adoption of some 
fluch «!chemo as this the, constant" mov- 
ing of plaiit and materials to a long 
distance would be obviated. 

Second— In my... opinion It would be 
advisable to havo a complete plant for 
each gang of men In order that a 
check on the cost ot tho work under 
eacii foreman can be kept. 

Tliird — With regard to maintenance, 
I would respectfully call your atten- 
tion to the annual report of 1907, 
wherein it Is pointed out that at least 
$20,000 should bo expended annually 
on resurfacing tho main thorough- 
fares from tho business centre outr 
wards, besides thi^, about $C0 per day 
should be available for maintenance. 

Fourth — I would suggest that no 
grading or macadamizing ot new 
streets bo undertaken after the rainy 
season commences. Tho entire equip- 
ment to bo used in repairing the old 
roadwtiys during tho winter season. 
I may say, the whole of tho above 
requisition should be available at all 
timcsl' when' tho same can bo expend- 
ed to tho best advantage. By , follow- 
ing some such system as above de- 
scribed, ample time for mahlng pre- 
liminary arrangements will bo afford- 
ed and tho work can be carried out 
in a more systematic and economic 
manner. 

In conclusion, I may say, this mat- 
ter can bo dealt with In detail at a 
later date as the time 1.^ too limited 
to get into tho matter fully at this 
writing.
